Joy and h*ppiness, 
great' deeds and *a«. if ices, nobility of"he£>i ar»d mtuftJ, these press on to 
fuller life, and their promise is not falsified by death. 


Therefore our nation is in the light when she calls us "to assemble 


in our accustomed places of worship" and remember the part God has 
to play in our prosperity and •wealth, in our problems and aspirations, 
in our ^{'appointments and sorrows. 


Where all things lead to God, the feast brings ho bitterness, happi- 


ness does not end in mockery, 
"l he lights must needs go out, but there is 


still the promise of a new day.

sitates into our scheme of life, then all is changed. 
Joy and, happiness, 


grefet deads and 4*a*<£ces, nobility" of' hesy*. and nu«<tf, these pr*« on to 
fuller life, and their promise is not falsified by death. 


Therefore our nation is in the right when she calls us "to assemble 


in our accustomed places of worship" and remember the part God has 
to play in our prosperity and wealth, in our problem^ *nd aspirations, 
in our d'««appointments and sorrows. 


Where all things lead to God, the feast brings no bitterness, happi- 


ness does not end in mockery. The lights must n,eeds go out, but there is 


still the promise of a new day.
